MULLETS AND MULLOMANIACS. 


Our purpose being to tattle about such ancient fish only as are pro- 
bably familiar to the reader’s ear and eye, we pass over, as not occur- 
ring in the Mediterranean, nor included in Pliny’s ancient catalogue, 
the two remaining groups of Percidee—first, the Polynemi (one species 
of which, P paradiseus, is not less esteemed by Indian nabobs than the 
already-mentioned far- famed ‘‘ cock-up-fish” of Calcutta), and second, 
the long-bodied Sphyrenas; (a group sufficiently distinguished by 
their projecting under. jaws, and containing an individual, the Sph. Bar- 
racuda, Nob. no less terrible to encounterthan the white shark itself,) 
and so come at once to the subjects of our present memoir, the Mullide.* 
These form an isolated section, placed in Cuvier’s arrangement between 
the perches—to which we now bid adieu—and the gu 
triglias), on which we shall next briefly touch. Two fish monopolize 

e whole of this small subdivision—viz., M. surmuletus, our English 

mullet, well characterized by a series of longitudinal yellow bands 
traversing the sides of the body ; and M. barbatus, so called, like one 
of the Scipios, from the length of its (fishy) beard. The last- mentioned 
individual is very much, but not entirely, as Pliny supposed, confined 
to southern seas; and though exceeded by the first in size, greatly 
surpasses it as to flavour in the estimation of connoisseurs. Both spe- 
cies being red, have received from the French, in common with the gur- 
nards, and for the same reason, the trivial name rougets ; while, to 
distinguish them generally barbets is added to designate muilets, and 
grondins, gurnards. 

The origin of the old Latin word mullus is certainly obscure, and 
Pliny’s and Fenestrella’s interpretation of it—viz , mu/lus a mulleo— 
evidently incorrect. The mulleus, as we read, was a kind of red dress- 
slipper—the rococo predecessor of soleas and gallicas, which, if not ma 
nufactured by Trojan shoemakers, and introduced by Hneas into Italy, 
was at any rate as old as the Alban kings, by whom it continued to be 
worn till, their dynasty being overthrown, the victorious Romans, not 
content with figuratively casting out their own shoe over the vanquished 
land, actually got into the enemy’s slippers, and so trod both down at 
heel! The improbability of an etymology which assumes a fish to be 
called after a shoe, for no better reason than that each is red, and that 
the names severally designating them are not dissimilar in sound, is 
sufficiently obvious; especially when such a “ hunt the slipper” deri 
vation unavoidably sends the mullet to fish for a name anterior to the 
date of these Alban brodequins ; what, then, might it have been when 
the Romans ate it barefoot, or were differently shod? Conceding that 
the origin of the word is as cloudy and obscure as that of the people 
who imposed it, if we must yet trace it to some source, why not rather 
to mollis than mulleus; for, besides that the derivation itself seems 
easier and less forced, that adjective, moreover, points out a leading 
peculiarity ofthe mullet-—namely, an extreme softness of skin, suffi- 
ciently evidenced by the extravasation which ensues on the gentlest 
pressure, and the facility with which the scales come off on the slight. 
est touch. As tothe meaning of the Greek word ¢rigiia, that, if we 
subscribe to Oppian’s etymology, admits of no doubt. | 

“ The triglia, named from three prolific births.” 


The singular circumstance about this latter synonym name is, that 
it not only obtains at present in modern Greece (where, if anywhere, 
we might expect to find it), has also entirely supplanted the old Latin 
word in IJta/y ; so that no one now ever hears Mulli! mulli! hawked 
about the streets of Rome or Naples; but the constant cry is Trigi/e 
vive ! trigle! 

The inordinate love for these same trig/e, in the city and times of the 
Ceesars, would surpass belief, if much contemporary evidence did not 
lay an historical bar in the way of any rational scepticism on the sub. 

ect. Mullomania, though undescribed, indeed, as a disease by ancient 
oman physicians, was however a mental malady well known and de 
es by her moralists, which, invading the grown-up children of the 
igher ranks epidemically, seems to have been as rife and catching as, 
in our day, measles or small pox.

himself with all his scaly constituents. Educational responsibilities (of 
which some make so light) he could thoroughly appreciate, and knew 
practically all its difficulties and details; with him it was a joint affair 
of honour and conscience not to allow any neighbour's mullet to become 
more accomplished than his own; and thus with heart and soul, inte)- 
lect and reputation entirely devoted to this business, the scheme of tui.

those well-known fingers! With one only coadjutor, a trusty and very

sauce ; nor till the last struggle was over were they removed for awhile, 
preparatory toa second entrée on & ‘‘lordly dish,” now done to a turn, 
again to become the theme of conversation, and not unfrequently the 
subject of contention. 
The last scene of the maullet’s sufferings, whether left to die, d sec, 
or drowned in ‘“‘ allies sauce”—garum sociorum—and the barbarity of 
the master and guests who could sit coolly by and witness them, have 
called forth some energetic expressions of sympathy for the fish and of 
execration for the company, in two singular passages from a Roman 
and a Parisian philosopher, from which we hope it may be safe to ex- 
press dissent, without passing for an approver either of cruelty or of 
gluttony. We print the Latin diatribe below,* but cannot help think- 
ing that the language in which Seneca animadverts on these entertain- 
ments might have been transferred with more telling propriety to the 
bloody butcheries of the Coliseum, where red men, and not red mnilet, 
were the victims of the entertainment. Neither does it strike us as at 
all surprising, that those who could not only endure but enjoy the 
thrilling sights and sounds there presented, of fellow-creatures and 
wild beasts, gashed and gored and struggling in every stage of suffer- 
ing, should watch with sometbing like philosophic complacency the 
flagging pulses and quiet deportment of a moribund mullet, even by 
way of relief to so much strong and fierce excitement. The Latin mo- 
ralist, indeed, states, as an aggravating circumstance attending these 
ichthyophagian banquets, that ‘‘funerals” were not properly “furnish- 
ed” im gonsequence, and that friends and relatives were continually 
left and forsaken on the bed of death, when their parting hours inter- 
fered with an invitation to one of these feasts; nay, he would have us 
believe that such orgies tended to extinguish the last sparks of patri- 
otism in the breast, and to drown all family affection in the ‘“‘anchovy”’ 
that smothered the fish !

There are few things out 
of the Sentimental Journey more eminently sentimental than the fol- 
lowing passage, which we quote in the origina! French, for what other 
language could do justice to it ?—‘*Avec quelle magnificence la nature 
n’a-t-elle pas decore ce poisson ! de quelles reflexions, de quels mouve- 
ments, de quelles images, son histoire n’a-t-elle pas enrichi la morale, 
l eloquence, et la poesie! La beaute a été l’origine de la captivite de 
ces mulles: elle a done été pour eux, comme pour tant d’autre étres, 
d’un intérét bien plus vif, une cause de contrainte, de géne, et de mal- 
heur; mais elle leura été bien plus funeste encore, par un effet bien 
eloigné de ceux qu’elle fait naitre ordinairement; elle leur a condam- 
né a toutes les angoisses d’une mort longue et douloureuse; elle 9 
produit dans l’Ame de leur possesseurs une cruauté d’autant plus ré- 
voltante qu’elle était froiae et vaine.”” Lacépéde then proceeds to 
speak in detail of these fish orgies, in the same strain which Seneca 
had done; and having finally exhibited to his readers ina very graphic 
manner @ martyr mullet, passing from bright scarlet through every 
succeeding hue, till the pallor of death steals on, continues quite as 
pathetically as Sterne described Le Fevre’s death, thus :—*‘* Des mouve- 
ments copvulsifs marquent seules )’approche de la fin du rouget ; au- 
cun son, aucun cri plaintif n’annoncent ni la vivacité deses douleurs ni 
la mort qui va les faire cesser. Les mulles sont muets comme les au- 
tres poissons, et nous aimons A croire, pour l’honneur de |’espéce hu- 
maine, que ces Romains, malgré leur avidité pour de nouvelles jouis- 
sances, qui echappaient sans cesse a leur sens emoussees par l’excés 
des plaisirs, n’auraient pu résister a la plainte la plus faible de leur mal- 
heureuse victime.” 

What! citizen Lacépéde! you, whose book was printed in the red /et- 
ter days of French republicanism—only six years from the inaugura- 
tion of that Paris Pandemovium—the Reign of Terror ; before Robes- 

ierre’s carcase was yet consumed by worms, and while his spirit still 
aunted the slumbers of the bereaved; when the choked-up waters of 
the Loire had hardly disembogued their unnatural load into the ensan- 
guined sea ; when the guillotine had scarcely ceased to reap its horrid 
harvest, gutters begun to run limpid again, and pavements to recover 
from their foul stains ; when the cries of woe from noyades and fusi!la- 
des, though ceased in the air, had left their long echo on the startled 
ear, which at times heard, or seemed to hear them still—in the teeth 
and vivid recollection of all this, can you, scarce escaped yourself from 
the desolating carnage, denounce Apicius as a “ mullet murderer ? 
(assassin des mulles,) and then, in pathos and bathos unusual to read, 
wind up with a hope, for the honour of humanity, that could this pretty 
little fish have found but a tongue, these Roman assassins would have 
unable to resist even Ja plainte la plus faible de leur mal- 
heureuse victime! Bah! Citizen Lacépéde. This is, however, but 
specimen of that French sentimentality so well apprehended and ridi- 
culed by Canning— :

No doubt, this facility of adapting 
its colour to the bottom of the water-in which it lives, is of the great- 
est service to the fish in protecting it from its numerous enemies. All 
anglers must have observed that in every stream the trout are very 
much of the same colour as the gravel or sand on which they live; 
whether this change of colour is a voluntary or involuntary act on the 

art of the fish, I leave it for the scientific to determine. — Sporting in 
Sutherlandshire. 

New Parace at Batmorav.—It has just been determined to build 
a new palace for the Queen at Balmoral. It is to be built on a site 
between the river and the present castle, fronting the south, and is 
estimated to cost from £80,000 to £100,000. The architecture is mod- 
ern, and will combine the ornamental with the useful. A new bridge 
is to be thrown across the Dee; and the public road which now leads 
through the forest of Ballochbine is to be shut up, and a better road 
provided along the south bank ofthe river. The old palace is to be 
entirely removed. The new palace is already staked out. 





Dromepary Drivinc.—General Yusuf arrived ten days ago at 
Algiers, (says French paper) from Blidah. in an elegant carriage 
drawn by two dromedaries. These animals had a few days before 
made a journey from Midah to Boghar of 280 kilometres (nearly 180 
miles English), in 24 hours. The general drove them from Blidah at 
the rate of about 16 kilometres (about ten miles) the hour, although 
they were not well accustomed to drawing, and the harness was incon 
venient to them. They are very docile: It is believed that in the 
course of a short time it will be possible so to train dromedaries as to 
make them of great utility to the colonists.

Death has conquered the hitherto invincible—the great Duke, the 
Iron Duke, the Duke, as men were wont emphatically and most appro- 
priately to call him. And we looked for this intelligence to come upon 
us speedily, for Death stole no march upon him who never was taken 
by surprise ; and he knew and we all knew that his career was drawing 
toaclose; his work was done. Nevertheless, the sensation created by 
this event. has been profound at home, and will be profound in every 
quarter of the globe, wherever British men have been accustomed to 
pronounce the name of Wellington with fond and unquestioning rever- 
ence. Whether dwellers in populous cities or amid the sparse inhabit- 
ants of rural districts, whether broiling on the plains of Hindostan or 
ice-bound in Arctic seas, the tidings cannot reach indifferent hearers. 
Grief or regret will scarcely be engendered, for the time was come ; 
but insensible indeed must be the soul, in which emotions will not be 
Stirred. To attempt to probe these, or to attempt any thing like a 
tribute to the memory of the deceased, is a task from which we shrink : 


the very ablest and most practised pens in England are already aty 


Work in framing new chronicles of his life; the most sagacious minds 
are elucidating his character ; the most industrious of reporters are col 

lecting the minutest details of the closing scene. To such selections them 
48 we may think it judicious to make from the immense amount of mat- 
ter lying before us in the London journals, we will but add, as our own 
contribution, a few words drawn from the mouth of one of Shakspeare’s 
inferior characters, in which it might almost seem as though England’s 
master mind had clearly foreshadowed England’s mightiest chieftain, 
Whilst it looked backwards through the dim vista of ages. Despite the 
quaintness of the language, the passage conveys to us a most expressive 
Picture of the departed hero, and of the nature of our national regard 
for him. ‘ He hath deserved worthily of his country. And his ascent 
's not by such easy degrees as those who, having been supple and cor- 
teous to the people, bonnetted, without any further deed to heave them 
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council, “rather however,” said the resolution, “in order to avoid 
shocking received opinions in Europe, than to consult the opiniong 

enerally received in America ;” Mr. Morin now suggests that the 
members of the new Council be chosen from ex-members of Parliament, 
of the present Legislative Council, and ex-mayors or wardens of 
municipalities, cities, or towns. 

While we cannot but concur with the Colonists in their wish to sub- 
stitute an efficient working body for the present useless appendage to 
the Government, we are somewhat puzzled by Mr. Morin’s plan for 
filling his new house. Ex-members of Parliament, who are discarded 
by their constituents, are not exactly the material out of which a use= 
ful “senate” could be constituted: and municipal mayors, who may 
have been admirably qualified to superintend the building of bridges 
and the licensing of taverns, are not necessarily competent to under- 
take the task of legislation. We are inclined to think that Mr. Morin 
will eventually revert to his earlier and wiser scheme: or, what is per- 
haps more likely, that he will surrender this project into abler hands 
than his own. Mr. Drummond, for instance, would be well qualified 
to grapple with a question of this magnitude. 

Not the least curious feature of this business is the novelty of @ 
minister of the Crown moving in the House, by and with the consent 
of, the representative of the Crown, to deprive her Majesty of the 
most important of the few prerogatives she still enjoys in the Province. 
A reform, ‘hat it would require a revolution, with bloodshed and social 
convulsions, to effect in some other countries, is here to be carried by & 
mere vote, without preliminary agitation, without excitement, without 
any actual proof, in fact, of strong popular feeling on the subject. To 
our mind this circumstance speaks volumes in favour of the free sys- 
tem of Government which has been transplanted from Great Britain 
into her colonies.—It is, indeed, more peculiarly the province of the 
Colonial press than our own to argue the nature of the proposed change ; 
we may, however, be permitted to observe, that we see with regret & 
disposition on the part of certain journals to advocate the total aboli- 
tion of the Legislative Council, and the establishment of a new Gon- 
titution in which the Legislative business would be wholly transacted 
by one body. We had fancied, that on this continent, at all events, 
the advantages of a second deliberative assembly were too well known 
and appreciated, for such a proposition as this to be mooted. It is, am | 
doubtedly, the most valuable feature in constitutions framed on the 
model of that of Great Britain, that the popular assembly cannot, in @ 
moment of strong excitement, pass a law which may eventually involve 
prejudice to the country. This check ought on no account to be lost. 

We shall look forward with some interest to the debate both on this 
question and on the Seignorial Tenure bill. The latter involves points 
of the most vital importance to Lower Canada; and is, from its nature, 
@ peculiarly difficult subject for legislation.

to good fortune much of the great Duke’s success. He certainly did 


an important sphere of action in India. With that one exception, he 
achieved his eminence through good report and through evil report. 
Never did armorial motto speak more truthfully than his—* Virtutis 
fortuna comes.” 

For gossipping particulars of the Duke’s death we make no place. 
Happily there was no excitement of curiosity for incessant bulletins ; 
the public was at the same moment made acquainted with his illness 
and his decease. He breathed his last on the afternoon of Tuesday, 
the 14th of September, after a brief succession of epileptic fits, to which 
of late years he had been subject, and to which his vigorous frame finally 
succumbed. Until the morning of that day he had been in the enjoyment 
of his customary health ; nor was there at first any apprehension en- 
tertained that the end was so nigh. He was insensible for some hours 
before his death, and yielded up his valorous and loyal spirit, without 
a struggle or a sigh. By his side were his second son Lord Charles 
Wellesley, Lady Charles, a medical attendant, and a valet. The room 
wherein he died was a small one in Walmer Castle, the habitual and 
favourite residence of the Duke daring the autumnal months, and held 
by him in virtue of his office of Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports. It 
stands close to the sea-beach, about a mile from Deal ; facing it lie the 
Downs and the Goodwin Sands ; from its windows, on a clear day, the 
coast of France is visible. It is picturesque from its age and associa- 
tions, but somewhat dreary of aspect. None of the attributes of power 
and state and wealth and honour were around his Grace of Wellington. 
Walmer Castle is inconveniently small, and is furnished with exceed- 
ing plainness. The great Duke could play his part in festivals, as he 
did in “* every station of life to which it pleased God to call him;” but 
he set no value on luxury and show. 

Hold; we are falling into what we purposed to avoid—let us be brief 
in saying what little remains to be said; and this concerns his funeral 
and his successor. It is stated on good authority that the Duke’s wish 
was that he should be buried unostentatiously at Strathfieldsaye ; but 
that his will leaves this point to the option of his Sovereign—the lady 
whom he loved so well and served so faithfully, and who, reciprocating 
his attachment, leaned upon him as her counsellor and her friend. If 
this be so, the funeral obsequies will be grand in the extreme ; and St, 
Paul’s cathedral will witness a renewal of the scene, that betokened a 
nation’s grief for the loss of Nelson.—The Duke’s successor in the 
British Peerage, and in his hereditary titles and estates, is his eldest 
son, the Marquis of Douro, who was in Germany at the time of his 
her’s death. Who can envy the inheritor of so great a name as 
Wellington? How heavily must the consciousness of inability to fill 
the proud mantle bequeathed to him weigh upon the spirits of any son 
of such a sire!—The Duke’s descendants are limited in number; he 
has left two sons and one grandchild. The propriety of widening the 
the line of succession, lest the title become extinct, is mooted in Lon- 
don. It were better left undone. What has been added to the fame 
of Marlborough or of Nelson by the transmission of their illustrious 
names? 

Of the many appointments now made vacant, the post of Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Army is by far the most important. Rumour 
names as probable candidates, Prince Albert, Prince George of Cam- 
bridge, Lord Hardinge, and Lord Fitzroy Somerset. Our military 
readers in the British Provinces will look with intense interest for the 
solving of the question. The Earl of Derby will perchance experience 
much difficulty in the bestowal of the patronage thus fallen into his 
hands. Of the probable chances we know nothing ; but there is no 
doubt that the country will grieve, though it may not murmur, if the 
right worthy and well. esteemed Consort of our Queen should be placed 
in a position for which his antecedents give him neither claim or 
fitness. 





Public credulity grows with what it feeds on; and verily itis stuffed 
to the uttermost by those who, like Mr. Barnum, are skilled in taking 
the exact measure of their countrymen. - Of this individual’s accuracy 
in that species of calculation, a notable instance has recently occurred,’ 
In the columns of the Musical World it had been stated—and the 
statement wore an authoritative air—that during the existence of a co- 
partnership between himself and Jenny Lind, Mr. Barnum only netted 
from her concerts a clear profit of $308,000, being six thousand beyond 
thesum allotted to her. Now, such a precise division of spoil between the 
showman and the songstress did not accord with that optical illusion, 
through whieh the former desires to be viewed by the public. He hag 
therefore written to the journal above-mentioned, in order that the 
world may be set right, and may know “ positively that the amounts 
named are far, very far indeed, be/ow the plain reality. My portion 
of the profits certainly exceeded $308,000, by much more than one 
$50,000, and perhaps by several.”—Never was there a more sublime 
bit of puffery. The cool allusion to those indefinite fifty-thousands is, 
as the critics say, “‘in the highest style of art ;” for although no plain 
arithmetician or calm observer of the Lind progress will give a mo- 
ment’s credence to such fabulous reports, yet the imagination of the 
masses will be influenced with the idea of Mr. Barnum’s magnificent 
successes, and so be brought into proper train for being gulled by his 
next enterprise.—It may be asked whether this trifle ig worth a para- 
graph. We think it is; for we hold that Art is one of those refining 
influences most needed in a community that devotes itself with unflag« 
ging and unwholesome zeal to trade and commerce, and that ‘* middle- 
men” of Mr. Barnum’s stamp tend directly and pernicicusly to retard 
its development, when they interfere and play the huckster between 
artists and the public. Far be it from us to say whether a hundred 
concerts are worth a million of dollars, or to define the just rewards 
of genius and skill; but of this we are sure—Art cannot thrive or po- 
pular taste improve, when the shrewd speculator in the artistic accom- 
plishments of others can complacently boast that his gains far exceed 
theirs.--But of what use is complaint? This sympathy with successful 
adventure is @ national characteristic; and Barnum’s popularity bidg 
fair to distance that of Jenny Lind. It is indeed amusing to note how 
disparagingly the latter is now spoken of, in journals that erst exhausted 
themselves in panegyrics upon her.

Tue Raitway System.—Apart from its higher developments, a 
very few gross facts will show the position of the railway system in 
our country. It appears that up to the end of 1850 railway companies 
had raised u sum equal to £240.250,000 sterling, and retained powers 
to raise a further sum of £122,500,000. In June, 1851, the number of 

rsons employed on railways open for traffic was 63,500, and on those 
in course of construction 43,000. In the united kingdom, 85,500 000 
persons travelled by railways in 1851, and paid £8,000,000 sterling for 
doing so; while, for the transport of goods £7,000,000 were paid, ac- 
cording to the official report of Captain Simmons, recently published. 
Look, too, at the Railway Clearinghouse, which may be described as 
representing all the railways in account with any individual line, 
and which bas become a matter of enormous magnitude, with a business 
of the most elaborate character. About 50 companies are associated 
in this system, of which the public know nothing, though they owe to 
it facilities of the greatest value and importance. The increasing 
amount and difficulty of the business transacted here, in settling the 
proportions to be paid and received by different lines in respect of the 
travellers and goods passing over more than one, will ultimately lead 
to amalgamation in one shape or other, even if other circumstances did 
not tend the same way. The public will have to protect themselves 
when this approaches. The companies, if they are wise, will make the 
present despotism so light that it may not be felt. Should they pursae 
an opposite policy, we may proguosticate, without fear of failure, the 
ultimate assumption of all the lines by the State.— Builder.
